time scale, but something might be 
worked out where a small bus or 
van could run a couple of days a 
week picking up and delivering the 
elderly in the community. . 
taking 
them to town and returning them 
home an hour or so later. 
While I don’t know any of the 
details of the program. I received a 
news release from the Texas High­ 
way Department this week about 
the availability of grants for 
equipment for such a program. 
The release said in part. “Capital 
assistance grants for equipment to 
improve the mobility of the hand- 
capped and elderly can be made 
to 
private, 
non-profit 
or­ 
ganizations.” 
Funds made available in the 
grants may be used to purchase 
capital equipment such as vans, 
buses, special lifts, radio dispatch­ 
ing equipment and other items 
needed to improve the mobility of 
elderly and handicapped persons. 
Regional councils of government 
will be responsible for review of the 
applications for the grants which 
are to be matched with 20 percent 
of the project cost by the applicant 
organizations. 
Admittedly, I don't know if some 
organization in Hamlin could 
qualify for such a grant but even 
without such a grant there is much 
that we need to do for our elderly 
here in Hamlin. Many communities 
have launched meals on wheels 
programs for the elderly and the 
shut-ins. 
In the years past, communities 
such as ours took care of their 
own, but the trend today seems to 
be to ask the city, state and federal 
governm ents 
to 
take 
over 
responsibility for all the public 
service or welfare programs. 
Churches used to play a much 
bigger role in such matters, but. as 
they have eased their way out of 
the social work in this area, the 
civic 
clubs 
and 
governm ent 
agencies have had to move in. And 
this has been to the detriment of 
both the churches and the people in 
need.

“Heimlich Maneuver” or the 
“ Heimlich Hug.” It was 
devised by Dr. 
Henry J. 
Heimlich, director of surgery 
at the Jewish Hospital in 
Cincinnati and in most cases 
where the “Hug” was ap­ 
plied, a life has been saved. 
Because the “Hug” is so 
easy and quick to do, and 
because its results have been 
so successful, the Texas 
M e d i c a l 
A s s o c i a t i o n 
recommends that everyone 
become familiar with it so 
that future choking victims 
can be spared a needless 
death. 
Prompt action Is required 
to save a choking victim 
because death can occur 
inside (rf four minutes. The 
“Heimlich Hug,” which you 
may want to practice on a 
willing “victim” first, can 
be applied from the stan­ 
ding 
position 
in 
this 
fashion: 
1. Stand behind the victim 
and wrap your arm s around 
his waist, allowing the vic­ 
tim ’s head, arm s and upper 
torso to hang forward 
2. Make a fist with one hand 
and grab it with the other 
Place the fist against the 
victim ’s abdomen, slightly 
above the navel and below the 
rib cage 
3. Squeeze the fist into the 
victim s 
abdomen 
with 
a 
forceful upward thrust This 
m ay 
be 
repeated 
if 
necessary 
(Note: A second person 


should be prepared to remove 
ejected food or other ob­ 
struction from the victim’s 
throat when it is expelled.) 
If the victim has already 
collapsed, the rescuer need 
not pick him up. Face down 
or face up, the procedure is 
basically the same: Strattle 
the victim . Place both 
hands (one on top of the 
other) just below the vic­ 
tim ’s diaphragm. Then 
push sharply toward the 
victim 's 
head. 
The 
procedure 
should 
be. 
repeated if necessary. 
(Note: 
A second person 
should be prepared to remove 
ejected food or other ob­ 
struction from the victim ’s 
throat when it is expelled.) 
The idea of the “Heimlich 
Hug” is to compress the air in 
the lungs, so that food stuck 
in the 
throat 
pops out, 
enabling 
the 
victim 
to 
breathe again. 
Every year in the United 
States, 3900 people strangle 
on food stuck in their 
throats. That's more people 
than are killed each year in 
accidental shootings. In 
most cases, the incident 
occurs at the dinner table. 
The 
victim 
suddenly 
chokes, turns blue or black, 
and is dead within minutes. 
He can neither speak nor 
help himself. And chances 
are no one else will help him 
either since bystanders 
usually confuse the episode 
with a heart attack. Thus 
the popular appellation, 
"cafe coronary.” 
The typical case of “cafe 
coronary " 
involves 
an 
elderly person with either no 
chewing teeth, or with ill- 
fitting dentures The victim 
also often has been drinking, 
and so is not as careful as he 
should be about cutting up his 
meat or chewing adequately. 
In one case, a man told his 
wife, 
"M abel, you can't 
swallow that big a piece of 
steak ■' She replied. Oh yes I 
can"

"For instance,” says 
Duble, "grasses release 
oxygen to the environment 
while Altering many harm­ 
ful pollutants. Sulfur, a 
major air pollutant in in­ 
dustrialized 
areas, 
is 
readily 
absorbed 
and 
utilized by grasses. Plants 
also thrive on 
carbon 
dioxide exhaled by humans. 
Furthermore, 
turf grasses 
s i g ni f i c a nt l y 
reduce 
temperatures, glare, dust 
and noise in urban en­ 
vironments." 


Another major function of 
grasses, according to the 
Texas 
AAM 
University 
System specialist, is that they 
reduce soil erosion and water 
runoff, two major problems 
in many areas. 


What about the aesthetic 
and recreational aspects of 
grasses? 
‘‘Turfgrasses are essential 
for the health and happiness 
of people in urban surroun­ 
dings," contends Duble. "In a 
recent national survey city 
dwellers ranked ‘green grass 
and trees’ as essential for 
their well-being " 
Green 
belts and open 
area developments, such as 
parks and golf courses, are 
becoming 
increasingly 
popular, according to the 
turf 
specialist. 
"Golf 
courses 
have 
replaced 
lakes as the major at­ 
traction for land developers 
for the sale of home sites, 
apartments 
and 
con­ 
dominiums." 
Rather than restrict the use 
of fertilizer for turfgrasses, 
Duble urges efficient use of 
plant food materials He also 
suggests the use of slow- 
release fertilizers that are 
especially formulated for use 
on turf. Organic materials 
such as sewage sludge are 
also well suited for use on 
non-crop land to promote 
grass growth

While I don't know any of the 
details of the program, I received a 
news release from the Texas High­ 
way Department this week about 
the a v a ila b ility of grants for 
equipment tor such a program. 
The release said in part, “Capital 
assistance grants for equipment to 
improve the mobility of the hand- 
capped and elderly can be made 
to 
private, 
non-profit 
or­ 
ganizations." 
Funds made available in 
the 
grants may be used to purchase 
capital equipment such as vans, 
buses, special lifts, radio dispatch­ 
ing equipment and other items 
needed to improve the mobility of 
elderly and handicapped persons. 
Regional councils of government 
will be responsible for review of the 
applications for the grants which 
are to be matched with 20 percent 
of the project cost by the applicant 
organizations. 
Admittedly, I don t know if som e 
o rganization in 
H am lin could 
qualify for such a grant but even 
without such a grant there is much 
that we need to do for our elderly 
here in Hamlin, Many communities 
have launched m eals on wheels 
programs for the elderly and the 
shut-ins. 
In the years past, communities 
such as ours took care of their 
own, but the trend today seem s to 
be to ask the city, state and federal

devised by Dr 
Henry J 
Heimlich, director of surgery 
at the Jewish Hospital in 
Cincinnati and in most cases 
where the “ Hug’’ was ap­ 
plied, a life has been saved 
Because the “ Hug” is so 
easy and quick to do, and 
because its results have been 
so successful, the Texas 
M e d ic a l 
A s s o c ia tio n 
recommends that everyone 
become familiar with it so 
that future choking victims 
can be spared a needless 
death. 


Prompt action is required 


to save a choking victim 
because death can occur 
inside of four minutes. The 
“ Heimlich Hug,” which you 
may want to practice on a 
willing "victim ” first, can 
be applied from the stan­ 
ding 
position 
in 
this 


fashion: 
1. Stand behind the victim 
and wrap your arms around 
his waist, allowing the vic­ 
tim’s head, arms and upper 
torso to hang forward. 
2. Make a fist with one hand 
and grab it with the other 
Place the fist against the 
victim’s abdomen, slightly 
above the navel and below the 
rib cage 
3. Squeeze the fist into the 
victim's 
abdomen 
with 
a 
forceful upward thrust This 
may 
be 
repeated 
if 
necessary 
(Note: 
A second person 


should he prepared to remove 
ejected food or other ob­ 
struction from the victim s 
throat when it is expelled ) 
If the victim has already 


collapsed, the rescuer need 
not pick him up. Face down 
or face up, the procedure is 
basically the same: Strattle 
the victim. 
Place both 
hands (one on top of the 
other) just below the vic­ 
tim ’s diaphragm. 
Then 
push sharply toward the 
victim 's 
head. 
The 
procedure 
should 
be 
repeated if necessary. 
(Note: 
A second person 
should he prepared to remove 
ejected food or other ob­ 
struction from the victim’s 
throat when it is expelled.) 
The idea of the "Heimlich 
Hug” is to compress the air in 
the lungs, so that food stuck 
in 
the 
throat 
pops out, 
enabling 
the 
victim 
to 
breathe again. 
Every year in the United 
States, 3900 people strangle 
on food stuck in their 
throats. That's more people 
than are killed each year in 
accidental shootings. In 
most cases, the incident 
occurs at the dinner table. 
The 
victim 
suddenly 
chokes, turns blue or black, 
and is dead within minutes. 
He can neither speak nor 
help himself. And chances 
are no one else will help him 
either since bystanders 
usually confuse the episode 
with a heart attack. Thus 
the popular appellation. 
"cafe coronary.” 
The typical case of “ cafe 
coronary" 
involves 
an 
elderly person with either no 
chewing teeth, or with ill- 
fitting dentures The victim 
also often has been drinking, 
and so is not as careful as he 
should he about cutting up his 
meat or chewing adequately 
In one case, a man told his 
wife, “ Mabel, you can’t 
swallow that big a piece of 
steak 
She replied. “ Oh yes I 
can!' 
Unfortunately, those 
were her last words.

“ Turfgrasses are essential 
for the health and happiness 
of people in urban surroun­ 
dings,'' contends Duble. “ In a 
recent national survey city 
dwellers i anked green grass 
and trees’ as essential for 
their well-being ” 
Green 
belts 
and 
open 
area developments, such as 
parks and golf courses, are 
becoming 
increasingly 
popular, according to the 
turf 
specialist. 
"G olf 
courses 
have 
replaced 
lakes 
as 
the 
major 
at­ 
traction for land developers 
for the sale of home sites, 
apartments 
and 
con­ 
dominiums." 
Rather than restrict the use 
of fertilizer for turfgrasses. 
Duble urges efficient use of 
plant food materials He also 
suggests the use of slow- 
release fertilizers that are 
especially formulated for use 
on turf 
Organic materials 
such as sewage sludge are 
also well suited for use on 
non-crop land to promote 
grass growth.
